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FRONTMAN VIC FUENTES TAKES US INSIDE PIERCE 
THE VEILS NEW ALBUM, OPENS UP ON HOSPITAL 
TRIPS AND TALKS READING & LEEDS... 


FINALLY, WE’VE GOT our first 
taste of Pierce The Veil’s as-yet-untitled 
upcoming album! On June 1 8, the band 
dropped their brand-new single, The 
Divine Zero, from out of nowhere, with frontman 
Vic Fuentes dedicating the track to their fans. 

“There is nothing more special to us than being 
able to share new music with all of you,” the singer 
said, clearly delighted to give fans a glimpse of the 
band’s next chapter. But it hasn’t all been plain sailing 
in camp PTV 

The band Idcked off Warped Tour last week minus 
a member, as guitarist Tony Perry lay in hospital 
suff^ering from some serious mountain-bildng injuries 
in the shape of three broken ribs, a torn shoulder, 
collapsed lung and a broken sternum. Ouch. 

And that’s not the only emotional obstacle the 
band have overcome lately, with Vic suggesting that 
writing their new record has been a tough one for 
him personally. But we’ll let the frontman explain 
that for himself. . . 

HI, VIC! WHAT'S THE NEW SINGLE, 
THE DIVINE ZERO, ALL ABOUT? 

“I’ve been going through a pretty stressful, Idnda 
rough time over the last year or so. It’s l<ind of about 
my personal issues and mixing it in with relationship 


stuff. I always think about getting something personal 
in these songs. So, for me, it’s l<ind of about that” 

AND HOW'S THE RESPONSE BEEN 
TO IT SO FAR? 

“So fer it’s been really awesome.The fans picked 
up on it really quick We didn’t give any notice or 
anything, we just dropped it Beyonce style (laughs)! 
We understand the fans have been waiting a long 
time for music, they’ve been really patient It’s been 
fun to see it spread like wildfire. We’ve played it 
twice at Warped so fer.The first time we played it, 
we had just put the song out the night before and 
people were already singing along! We only finished 
it a week ago - I’m still trying to learn it!”

“Yeah! I finished the vocals at my home studio, like, 
a week ago. Finished it sent it off to be mastered 
the next day and then, the day after, it was on 
iTunes! It’s super-fresh.We might have set a world 
record for the fastest turnaround for a track”

“Yeah, I think so. We wanted to put out a first song 
that doesn’t have many curvebal Is.

I don’t wanna put out something that’s 
made up, /know? That’s what I’ve been searching for” 

WHEN DO YOU SEE IT FINALLY 
COMING OUT, THEN? 

“I dunno. I guess we’ll finish it off when we’ve come 
off ofWarped and get it out as soon as possible. I 
don’t have a date or anything. Everything with Tony 
hit us pretty hard, so we’re just trying to figure out 
everything one step at a time.” 

HOW IS TONY AND HOW 
HAVE YOU GUYS COPED WITH 
HIS ACCIDENT? 

“He’s getting better! This situation Idnda got thrown 
at us all at once, it was a rough place to be in.When 
he got hurt we had to figure out what we were gonna 
do - if he could play or whether we needed to get a 
replacement. When we found out the extent of it we 
were like,‘Oh my god, we’re going to need someone 
to get us through Warped.’ So, we rang up an old 
friend from San Diego called Jesse Barrera, from an 
old band called My American Heart that I did my very 
first tour with. It’s really cool to have Jesse out.” 

AND YOU WENT TO VISIT TONY 
IN HOSPITAL? 

“Yeah, we were actually finishing The Divine Zero 
while going to see him. I went separately to the guys 
as I was finishing the vocals that day. He’s home now, 
relaxing. He can’t do a whole lot He’s just taking it 
slow. Every day everyone’s asldng about Tony, but we’re 
just waiting it out until he gets better. We don’t want 
to rush it We’re taking it day-by-day right now - it was 
a wake-up call for us to take stuff more carefully.” 


OTHER THAN TONY'S INJURY, 
HOW'S WARPED GOING? 

“It’s been awesome otherwise! It’s the first couple 
days, so we’re meeting back up with all our friends we 
haven’t seen in a while. I’ve just been serving food to 
all the bands at the BBQ. You can volunteer to do it!” 

SOUNDS GOOD! AND WHAT'VE 
YOU GOT PLANNED FOR READING 
& LEEDS? 

“I Icnow it’s a big deal over there, like Warped is for 
us. It’s a long way from home but we’re going to bring 
as much as we can with us stage-show-wise.We’ll be 


putting a lot into it. We can’t wait. . . that’s all I can say!” 

WHICH BANDS ARE YOU LOOKING 
FORWARD TO SEEING THERE? 

“I love festivals and I’m so excited to see Alexisonfire. 
They haven’t played in so long. We’ve toured with 
Bring Me The Horizon a lot - if we get to hang out 
with those guys,that’d be awesome, too!”

Down-to-earth, soft-spoken and so distinctly East 
London you can practically hear an El I postcode, 
the voice is unmistakable. 

Given that all things Iron Maiden - whether 
personal or professional - tend to be cocooned in 
secrecy, Steve Harris’ is a voice people always want 
to hear from. Now in particular, however, fans are 
foaming at the mouth to know what he has to say. 
Less than a fortnight ago. Iron Maiden announced a 
new album.Which, as you may recall, many people 
speculated would never materialise. 

In 2010, Iron Maiden released their 15th album. 
The Final Frontier, thus hitting the grand tally Steve 
once prophesised would mark their ultimate goal as 
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a band. It was a release that some fans feared would 
actually double up as The Final Hurrah. 

Only that was all a load of old bollocks, really, 
wasn’t it? 

“People take things so literally!” laughs Steve.“l 
said in an interview, wherever it was in 1 933, that 
we’d do 1 5 albums. And because we’ve done 1 5 
albums now, it’s like,‘Well, is that it, then?’ It’s like, 
‘No!’ That was a silly thing, I thought it was a good 
benchmark to try to reach, and if we can go beyond 
that, great.” 

Welcome, then, to the great beyond: a whole 
new, uncharted frontier for Iron Maiden to explore. 

Here are the essentials the world knows so far: 
Iron Maiden’s 16th album is called The Book Of 
Souls.The result of a more collaborative song- 
writing process, it spans I I tracks and is comprised 
of 92 minutes of music, making it the longest album 
of their 40-year career. It’s also their first-ever 
double album, undoubtedly because it contains 
three songs that each break the 10-minute mark, 
the longest of which clocks in at a staggering 
18 minutes and one second.The fact that this 
album’s also being released following singer Bruce 
Dickinson’s recovery from a small cancerous 
tumour at the back of his tongue only adds to the 
innumerable talking points. 

Fortunately, just before going on a well-earned 
holiday, Steve’s agreed to answer some questions 
exclusively for Kerrang!. Calling from his hotel 
room, Steve’s put the ‘Do Not Disturb’ sign on the 
door for good reason: he’s finally about to shed 
some light on life in the Maiden camp in 2015. 

“It’s a lot better than it was two or three months 
ago, that’s for sure,” says Steve. “Obviously, now 
Bruce is alright and everything, we want to start 
looking forward to doing stuff next year. I suppose a 
few months ago everything was kind of precarious 
- the whole situation was terrible, obviously. Now 
it’s onwards and upwards.” 

And in order for us to turn onto a new page in 
Iron Maiden history, we must first leaf through The 
Book Of Souls... 

O ur story starts in Paris. In late summer 
2014, Iron Maiden - that’s Steve, Bruce, 
guitarists Adrian Smith, Dave Murray 
and Janick Gers, drummer Nicko McBrain and, 
presumably, Eddie - descended upon Guillaume 
Tell Studios. Located some 20 minutes away from 
the Champs-Elysees, this regal studio was where 
Maiden previously recorded their 2000 neo-classic 
Brave NewWorld.With producer Kevin Shirley in 
tow - the man who’s overseen every Maiden studio 
album for the past 1 5 years - they emerged with 
the longest record of their career. So long, in fact, 
that, for the first time in Maiden’s history, it didn’t 
even fit on to one disc. 

“We all agreed,” said Bruce Dickinson in Maiden’s 
official unveiling ofThe Book Of Souls,“[that] each 
track was such an integral part of the whole body 
of work that if it needed to be a double album, then 


double it’s going to be!” 

This decision makes more sense when you 
realise the probing subject matter of some of the 
songs. And to get a firm grasp on that, you need 
only look - as is so often the case with Maiden - at 
their artwork. If you’ve spent the past fortnight 
wondering why an album called The Book Of Souls 
features a Mesoamerican tribal-looking Eddie on 
the cover, it’s for a very good reason. 

“Well, it’s based on the Mayans,” reveals Steve, 
referring to the album’s title-track. “They believed 
that the souls live on.They believed in lots of other 
out-of-world experiences within their living world 
at the time.There are lots of mystical things going 
on with the way they lived their lives and believed 
in different Gods for this, that and the other. It’s 
very fascinating.” 

Why, specifically, does the idea of what lurks 
beyond the threshold of our own experience 
intrigue you? 

“It always has done, really,” observes Steve.“l 
suppose as you get older you think about things 
like that a lot more. Things like this happen with 
Bruce or whatever, and people pass away around 
you - as we’re getting older it happens more and 
more. I’ve always kind of touched on mortality 
and stuff like that anyway in my lyrics, even when 
I was in my 20s.There’s always been a fascination 
with what’s out there, really, and whether people 
continue to live afterwards.” 

Indeed, in another time and space. Iron Mayan 
could have been the perfect band name, given their 
shared preoccupation with the soul. People may 
think of Maiden songs as dealing primarily with war, 
history, politics, mythology and one very particular 
case of Benjamin Breeg, but the soul’s always been 
threaded through their thematic backdrops. In 
fact, it’s been a staple in some of their very finest 



moments - the soul was ready to Jly away on 
Hallowed Be Thy Name, it burned 'in a lake of fire' 
on Can I Play With Madness, and it required no 
prayers on 2 Minutes To Midnight. Spend a ^lot of 
time leafing through the vast archive of their lyrics 
and you’ll actually discover that Iron Maiden have 
never recorded an album that does not contain at 
least one explicit reference to the soul. 

Interestingly, when it comes to this particular 
word’s presence on The Book Of Souls, Steve notes 
it’s not a premeditated thing. 

“It’s not a concept album, but there are other 
mentions,” he confirms. “It’s weird, because when 
we did the [ 1 992] Fear OfThe Dark album, we 
all got writing off in pairs or individually, and ‘fear’ 
was mentioned a few times without anyone being 
conscious that this had happened.A similar thing ^ 
happened with this; there are three or four songs 
where it’s mentioned. It is weird. . . almost like

Then again, it’s oddly fitting that Iron Maiden are 
asking some of the biggest existential questions of 
their lives right now... 


n the history of, well, music, there’s perhaps 
never been so determined and unbending 
a leader as Steve Harris. He is a man who’s 
possessed with a Spartan sensibility and yet an 
oft-overlooked introspective side that quietly 
fuels his passion for all things Maiden. “I’ve always 
been quite a sensitive person,” reveals Steve, 

“even as a kid, to be honest, maybe too sensitive 
for my own good sometimes.” Yet this particular 
blend of characteristics has helped him steer Iron 
Maiden from playing the Ruskin Arms boozer in 
East Ham to one whose singer now pilots them 
in their own private jet. Not only has Steve guided 
Maiden through changing line-ups and the various 
fads of the mainstream, he’s done so while always 
satisfying a fanbase of zealous disposition with a 
new album more or less every three years (The 
Final Frontier and The Book Of Souls being the 
only two exceptions). 

But Christmas 2014 presented Maiden with a 
challenge that, for once, was out of Steve’s hands. 

It was then, during a routine check-up, that Bruce 
Dickinson discovered a small cancerous tumour 
at the back of his tongue. He would require a 
seven-week course of chemotherapy and radiology 
treatmentThankfully, following his recent MRI 
scan, Bruce was officially given the all-clear by his 
specialists in May.That great news aside, we’ve 
largely been left in the dark as to how the band 
actually coped during this time. 

So, how did Bruce’s diagnosis actually affect 
the recording? 

“Well, it didn’t at all, because Bruce didn’t know 
and none of us knew anything about. . .” Steve 
pauses momentarily. “There was no inkling of any of 
it. He’d finished all his vocal bits completely anyway, 
and then there were some other bits and pieces 
we were doing. Really, we didn’t know anything - he 
didn’t show any signs at all. I mean, his singing, when 
you hear it... He’s singing better than ever.” 

So, it didn’t affect the recording ofThe Book Of 
Souls in any way? 

“It didn’t cause any problems in that department 
at all,” confirms Steve.“He wasn’t showing any 
signs of being ill. I didn’t even know until 
a few weeks afterwards, when he got 
his results back. It was such a shock to 
him and everybody else because it just 
wasn’t expected at all.” 

And how did everyone in 
the Maiden camp cope with 
^ his diagnosis? 

“It’s such a personal matter 
for Bruce and the band that I don’t 
think now is the time to talk about 
it,” says Steve. “It’s Bruce’s story to 
tell when he feels the time is right. 





The one thing I can say is that Bruce is a trooper 
and more than ready for the next chapter of Iron 
Maiden.What matters now is that we’ve got an 
album coming out that I think our fans are going to 
love and we’re all excited to share with them.” 

And what Maiden are sharing with The Book Of 
Souls is an album that has Bruce’s fingerprints on it. 

“Once in a while he’ll come in with one song 
that is totally his own thing, but this album has two,” 
enthuses Steve. “They’re both great songs. One of 
them is very much a departure.” 

An 1 8-minute “departure”, to be precise... 


uring one key moment of the recording 
ofThe Book Of Souls, Steve just had to 
get something off his chest to Bruce 
Dickinson. “You’ve outdone me, you bugger!” he 
said to Maiden’s vocalist. 

You see, there’s a particular subspecies 
of Iron Maiden song - technically you could 
call it The Epic, though it seems a somewhat 
imprecise way of summarising the sweeping 
ambition of the Maiden songs that sashay past 
the 10-minute mark. In this department, there’s 
always been one Maiden song to rule them 
all. In 1984, Steve Harris compressed Samuel 
Taylor Coleridge’s The Rime OfThe Ancient 
Mariner poem into 1 3 minutes and 38 ' 

seconds of metallic glory and aquatic sadness. J 
Despite stiff competition from 1 995’s Sign J 
OfThe Cross (I I minutes and 16 seconds), M 
for 3 1 years, Steve’s record has stood. 

That is until, well, some bugger went 
and beat him. 

While the rest of the band were 
labouring away together on material in 
Guillaume Tell Studios, Bruce Dickinson 
was often seen just out of view, orbiting 
a grand piano. He couldn’t leave the 
thing alone. So much so, in fact, that 
Steve quips,“We kind of had to shut him 
off and close the room off because he 
was kind of going off on one with it.” 

Joking aside, however, Steve could 
tell something big was happening. 

Eventually, Bruce played Steve 
what he’d been working on and said, 

“What can you do with this?” 

“Well, at the moment I don’t want 
to do anything because you’re having 
such a good time with it,” he replied. 

“The melodies are so strong, just 
keep taking it where you want to 
go with it.” 

Once Bruce had done just that. Iron 
Maiden got together to record it and 
eventually birthed an 18-minute monster of a song 
called Empire OfThe Clouds, which closes The 
Book Of Souls. It’s the longest Iron Maiden song 
ever recorded. 

Steve is far from bitter about losing The Crown 
Of Long Songs, though. Not only does he praise

Keep 
in mind that, for 40 years, Steve’s been a master 
of humble understatement; self-congratulation 
is a foreign language to him. His pronounced 
excitement for the track, then, is quite revealing. 

“It sounds like Maiden but it’s totally different 
from what we’ve done before,” he beams.“Eighteen 
minutes sounds like a long time, but it’s actually such 
a journey that. . . Well, it’s best just to leave people 
to listen to it and see what they think. But it’s very 
interesting. It’s certainly not boring, let’s put 
it that way! And there are still other long 
songs also.” 

Clearly, after two albums of dense, 
prog-tastic, winding songs. Maiden’s 
grand ambitions aren’t about to 
evaporate. But this has big implications 
for Maiden fans.The question looms: 
are fans prepared for a Maiden record 
as vast as The Book Of Souls? 


ere’s another interesting fact 
about The Book Of Souls: if 
you put its three longest songs 
' together - the title track. Empire OfThe 
Clouds and the Harris-penned The Red And 
The Black - you have 42 minutes and one 

second of music.That’s longer than their entire 
classic record The Number OfThe Beast. So big 
and complex is The Book Of Souls that Steve, 
perhaps understandably, is a bit reluctant to dissect 
every single note and lyric too far in advance.“lt’s 
best not to say too much,” he says, before adding 
that there will be a lot more to talk about “when 
the time is right, and then Bruce can talk about his 
situation a lot more”. 

What Steve will reveal now, however, is that he 
harbours no illusions about what this record will 
require from fans. 

“I think you’ll see on this album that there’s 
lots going on,” he beams. “There’s a hell of a lot to 
take in. I think there’ll be bits and pieces that will 
hit people initially, but I think they’re going to need 
a few listens. It’s a long album; I think it’s a really 
interesting album. Hopefully other people will think 
it’s interesting as well.” 

Still, fans will have plenty of time to wrap their 
heads around songs like If Eternity Should Fail, 
When The River Runs Deep and Death Or Glory 
because, notably. Iron Maiden won’t be playing any 
gigs in 201 5 while Bruce recuperates. Fans will, 
however, get a chance to see Steve playing with his 
side-project, British Lion, who released their killer 
self-titled debut in 2012. 

But why now? 

“Obviously, with what’s happened with Bruce 
this year, there’s nothing happening with Maiden 
and I just want to go out and do something 
to keep the rust out,” he says. “It’s probably

For Steve, the future is simple. He’s going to stick 
to the plan he’s had since he formed Iron Maiden 
on Christmas day in 1975. He’s going to carry on. 
He’s going to enjoy every fucking second of it. 

“Whenever we do a new album we always go 
out with a new stage show; that’s exciting in itself,” 
says Steve, before continuing, “we always feel like 
every show is sacred these days anyway, and I 
suppose even more so now after the scare with 
what’s happened with Bruce. It makes everything 
more important to us.The Book Of Souls is a really 
powerful album, we’re really proud of it and we 
can’t wait to come out and play new songs on the 
tour. We’re really looking forward to it.”

That being said, I think when it’s 
nonstop like this it can be hard to let everything 
sink in. Everything feels like a bit of a blur to us 
right now; we're always onto the next thing!’’

n October 6^ 1998, police in the 
small town of HarHsonbui^,

that night were only four songs into their set as the 
boys in blue swarmed, but it didn’t matter: Refused 
were already fucking dead. 

As It turned out, the Swedish quartet’s throats 
had been slashed a little over a week earlier 
by singer Dennis Lyxzen who, full of rage at his 
bandmates and venomous disappointment in the 
I world around him, penned the band a red- raw 
I suicide note and signed it in blood, 
g' ‘We will never play together again and we will 
I' never try to glorify or celebrate what ^s. . read 
I < that final, now-legendary, comm unique. "And we will 
not give interviews to stupid reporters who still ' ' 
g haven't got anything of what we are all about. . 

* With those words in mind, it’s with some deal 
I of trepidation that Kerrang! sits down to talk to 
I Dennis about the state of Refused in 20 1 S: a band 
3 who reconvened for live shows some three years 
^ ago but have now, crucially, released their first new 
g material since thei r sem inal The Shape Of Pu n k To 

I Come in the year of their split 


Thankfully, Dennis seems in more genial mood 
than he was on that autumn day 17 years ago 
""The thing that you have to remember about 
this bandr he begins with precise intonation and a 
subtle hint of Scandinavian accent," is that it is our 
band, and, ultimately, we are the ones who get to 
decide what we do vvith It. For a long time it felt like 
Refused belonged to someone else. But we came to 
realise that the people it belonged to was us. 

"1fs easy to love a band when they have split 
up" he continues with a sigh, considering the 
legendary status the band's tumultuous first blaze 
of glory acquired them. "People can put a band in a 
neat litde box and act like they own them. But for 
me personally, for a long time when people talked 
about Refused, it felt like they were talking about 
something I was not a part of. I felt like I had no 
connection to iL It was a burden to me, really." 

It was that burden that kept Refused apart for 


the longest time. Dennis found other outlets for 
his high-wtre energy, of course, most notably The 
(International) Noise Conspiracy and AC4 (the 
latter of which also featured Refused drummer 
David Sandstrom), but the prospect of all of 
Refused's ranks getting back into a room together 
seemed, to put it mildly, distant at best 

"The break-up of Refused was very painful,” 
explains Dennis."! honestly never thou^t there 
would ever be any more shows, let alone new music. 
That I’m even talking to you about this is wild. 

n the end, it was curiosity that got the better 
of Dennis Lyxzen. 

"1 just couldn't help but wonder what 
could be,” he grins. "When the rest of the band 
[completed by guitarist Kristofer Steen and bassist 
Magpus Flagge] got in touch with me, I was very 
sceptical about how much of a good idea getting 
back together was. But I got curious because Kris is 
the type of guy who wrote [Refused classic] New 
Noise, put his guitar away for 1 0 years and then 
picked Et up and wrote [new Refused sitigle] Elektra. 

"'I got intrigued by how we were going to do it 
how we were going to pull it off, what direction 
we were going to take," enthuses Dennis ."*AI I

, There #were, Dennis admits, other motivations for 
reigniting the bandtoo. 

“I think when we played shows in 2012, that was

I like it - this is us now, this Is what we fook like, this 
is what we sound like. New music is just a further 
part of deconstructing that whole legacy,” 

Sa was there any nervousness at alE on the band’s 
behalf about devaluing their history? After all, the 
glory of being in one of hardcore’s most universally 
acclaimed acts ts a big stake to gamble with. 

"V^fe’ve always been conscious about what 
Refused is and represents, and when we wrote 
[new album] Freedom, we talked about that a lot,” 
Dennis asserts, "Am I worried about people not 
liking it? Well, when we put out The Shape Of Punk 
To Come, a lot of people didn’t like that, either Kids 
in the hardcore scene thought vve were pretentious 
assholes, You can’t not do something you want 
because you’re scared of people's reaction." 

Indeed, Refused have never been afraid to speak 
their minds, and The Shape Of Punk., .’s flned-up left- 
wing political rhetoric traverses the f 7-year canyon 
and translates onto the SK-rated Freedom tn spades, 
"The new record contains some of my most 
extreme lyrics to date," bristles the singer"! feel like 


music used to hafvei gravitas and meaning. , .but now 
so much of it has been diluted to lowest common 
denominator crap. Punk and the kinds of things 
that vve sprung from was rebei music, there was an 
idea of an opposition. I think that has kind of been 
lost aiong the way; [we’ve] ended [up] in this place 
where you just have grown men in shorts screaming 
angrily at nothing. As Biliy Gibbons from ZZTop 
once said, ’Play music the way you want to hear 
music’ and that’s what Refused in 2015 isJ' 

What Refused also are is a band who, once again, 


have set about penning their own future — a future 
that they have finally reclaimed the reins of. 

"My friend asked me the other day 'What will 
you do If this album is a total flop?'" smiles Dennis. 
"I looked at him like, Til just do another record”' 
And then, with one final laugji, . . 

"I just really hope it doesn’t take 17 years for 
people to decide they like this one!”

DETROIT ROCKERS WILSON THAN MEETS THE EYE... 


A ustin, Texas, is sweating to the tune of 
35 degrees, and Wilson frontman Chad 
Nicefield is cursing the sun, nursing a 
hangover It’s hardly his first if anything, 
it’s to be expected from the man that 
penned tracks like College Gangbang and Viking 
Pussies Fuck Off on a debut album titled Full Blast 
Fuckery Over the past two years, the Detroit riff- 
ragers have been touring nonstop. And then touring 
some more.Todaythe cumulative effects of paralysing 
humidity, endless nights on the road and, of course, last 
night’s debauchery make for a contemplative mood. 

“I’ll tell you how I woke up this morning,’’ he grunts. 
“I woke up with my face smashed on a f oor next to 
a ball of dirty clothes.The rest of my band were in the 
same position, except for one of us who slept in the 
van because there wasn’t enough space on the foor ’’ 
So fan so what. . . Wilson aren’t exactly the f rst 
band to enjoy the rock lifestyle. Yet, for one reason or 
another; it’s become one of the prime foundations of 
their very institution which, to some extent, ushers 
a level of disservice to their music.This summer they’ll 
be releasing their second record. Right To Rise: another 
collection of ball-breaking rock anthems. And while it’s 
the kind of album that screams at you to break out 
the whisky scratch the surface and you’ll f nd much 
more to the quintet than they’re letting on. 

Last yean FBI stats again identified Detroit, Michigan, 
as the murder capital of the U.S.: bodies piling up at 
1 0 times the national rate.The year prion the city filed 
the biggest municipal bankruptcy in U.S. history The 
streets that weren’t burning in chaos were simply left 
abandoned. Even government officials, usually the first 
to sweep whatever they can under the carpet, went 
as far as to highlight homicide as “a public health issue’’. 

Psychologically, it was the kind of FHell on Earth 
that would penetrate any human to the core. 


Unsurprisingly, Right To Rise was an album born as the 
city was tearing itself apart, from the inside out. 

“We have a lot of pride,’’ reasons Chad, “because 
we’ve been set aside by the rest of the world as these 
underdogs. We got cast away once the industries 
changed and the companies that made our Motor 
City went away Right To Rise is l<inda like a written 
piece about where we live, and all the people within 
the confines of its walls. Detroit is a place of local 
majesty as well as crime and punishment.’’ 

The singer grew up an hour’s drive away close 
enough to hear the horror stories but distanced 
adequately not to get caught up in them. “You were 
definitely told at a young age where to go and where 
not to go,’’ he reasons.Yet he remains disarmingly 
compassionate about that city crumbling before his 
eyes, and its very public downward spiral. 

“If you were looking for trouble, you could find it in 
Detroit at any time you’d want,’’ he sighs. “No problem 
whatsoever People had to do those sorts of things in 
order to survive. Crime is typically the reaction of the 
absolute want or need to survive.That’s the basis of 
the city in general: you have to survive. 

“This isn’t a story of violence, though,’’ he adds. “It’s 
about fighting for your life in a different way Because 
we truly did go into the shitter and now we’re trying 
to fly out of the fuckn’ septic tank’’

I t doesn’t take long in the company of Chad 
Nicefield to know he’s a lifer. It’s a ‘day off’ on 
their U.S. tour with Nothing More, buffinstead of 
recharging whatever’s left of the batteries, Wilson are 
headlining their own show. Other than a fascination 
with stand-up comedy - something that he’s still 
plucking up the courage to pursue - there isn’t, he 
says, much else to life beyond music. And while he’s 
grateful for that, it comes at a cost. 

“I’ve been touring since my mid-teens and I’ve lost 
everything I’ve had,’’ Chad reveals. “Like relationships, 
because I wasn’t able to be in that person’s life.There 
were times I put all the bad things I possibly could into 
my body. . . but I’m a different person now.’’ 

Quizzed on what revelations led to him slowing 
down, the 32-year-old singer is quick to assert he still 
enjoys many of the excesses that come hand-in-hand 
with rock’n’roll. It was actually an unrelated change in 
his mental health that forced him to retune life. 

“I had to go to the hospital for sleep deprivation,’’ 
he croaks. “I live in my head so much that even if my 
mouth is shut, my brain is not. I’ve tried sleeping pills, 
medicine, everything. . . Being physically exhausted is 
one thing, but mental exhaustion is a different beast.’’ 

For a moment, the thick baritone evaporates 
almost as if he’s forgotten the tape was still rolling.The 
all-American, red-blooded alpha male that greeted us 
fades as Chad considers his next words wisely 
“[People go on about us] partying, but we have 
something to say beyond that,’’ Chad admits. “If you 
soak up my lyrics, you don’t get that vibe of ‘Drink 
booze and party!’. I’m writing these notes about this 
area of the world I live in. We’re trying to explore the 
trials and tribulations of man’s ruin. My biggest fear 
isn’t being unable to pay my bills or getting my heart 
broken - it’s not being able to survive.’’ 

They say you can take a boy out of a city, but you 
can’t take the city out of a boy. And in the case of the 
Wilson frontman, they’re probably right.

a FROM MARILYN Manson through 
AFI to Motionless In White, it’s often 
seemed like the U.S. has cornered 
the market in adding dark glamour to 
prevailing musical trends.The seductive, dangerous 
excitement of Alice Cooper or Rob Zombie, for 
all their successes on these shores, remains a very 
Yankee affair. Given the gothic heritage of these isles, 
however - from Bram Stoker to Bauhaus - it’s good 
to hear songs of death and romance delivered in an 
English accent once more.And no British band have 
embraced the New Grave movement quite the way 
goth-punk clan Ashestoangels have. 

Not that the Bristol-based mob are averse 
to taking inspiration from wherever it’s to be 
found.You could draw an alternative line through 
their driving, melodic horror punk that starts at 
the Misfits and passes straight to Aiden (whose 


frontman William Francis, aka William Control, also 
happened to produce Horror Cult). Add a touch 
of glam, especially in vocals that occasionally evoke 
fabulous forebears from synth-pop icon Marc 
Almond to Placebo’s Brian Molko, and you have an 
album that’s as seductive as it is sinister. 

Originally released in 2014 (on Hallowe’en, 
naturally). Horror Cult made expanding ripples, 
like an obsidian shard dropped into a moon-kissed 
pond.

It was time to show 
everyone that they’d sacked the wrong guy. 

IT'S A VERY PISSED-OFF RECORD IN 
MANY WAYS. WHAT WAS GOING 
THROUGH YOUR MIND AS YOU WROTE 
THESE SONGS? 

DAVE MUSTAINE {VOCALS/GUITAR): 

“Yeah I was pissed off.When you’re part of 
something [like Metallica] and you get asked 
to leave, you have two ways to react. Either 
accept it or don’t accept itAnd I think part 
of the acceptance is having an explanation 
of why you’re being asked to leave. It wasn’t 
explained in any way, shape or form why I 
was being asked to leave. If the guys said, ‘You 
drink too much, you need to go toAA,’ I’d 
probably have told them I’m leaving {laughs)l 
But I didn’t know why. When you cast 
someone out for a replacement, the person 
removed ends up getting demeaned.We have 
made our bones, we’re all friends now.’’ 

TELL US MORE ABOUT THE INFAMOUS 
COVER ART FUCK-UP... 

“You mean the plastic skull head and tinfoil? 
You had to go there {laughs)\ I wasn’t happy 
with it. I had this drawing which I thought 


would have been cool. It was hand-drawn and 
had this crudeness to it that I felt was really 
edgy for the time.There were crossbones, a 
skull, chains, sickles and at the bottom I had 
two extra crosses put in there.When we 
submitted it to the label, that was the end of 
it. But you have to remember these are the 
people that also told me to get a day job. We 
called them up on the road when we didn’t 
have any money, one guy said he’d kneecap 
me, another said he’d wrestle me!’’ 

AND YOU HAD TO PRODUCE THE ALBUM 
YOURSELVES BECAUSE YOU BLEW YOUR 
BUDGET ON OODLES OF DRUGS AND 
LASHINGS OF BOOZE? 

“The budget definitely got blown, no pun 
intended, and not just by me (laughs).We 
had a guy who was managing us at the time 
that was killed by his brother with a butter 
knife in a fight over a baloney sandwich.That 
should give you an idea of how wacl<y our 
camp was at the time! Someone broke it to 
me that we’d spent $4,000 on coke, heroin 
and hamburger meat. I was like, ‘Fuck, I hope 
the hamburgers are good!’ That was our 
introduction to the music business.’’ 

IT WAS YOUR FIRST ALBUM WITH DAVID 
ELLEFSON. WHAT WERE YOUR FIRST 
IMPRESSIONS OF HIM? 

“I was hungover and he was practising the 
bassline from Running With The Devil. That 
one note, right? So, I open the window and 
say, ‘Shut the fuck up!’ He started again, 
so I had to launch a flowerpot at his air 
conditioner.There’s a knock on the door, 

I think I scared him and his friend. I 
slammed the door on them, they knocked 
again and I was ready to stab them, but 
they were asking if I was old enough to 
buy beer.Then I was like, ‘Now you’re 
talking!’ Junior had his credit card and thus 
started the friendship!’’

of life. I was stood there looking at 
the first band I ever saw and then 
sharing the stage with them, and 
that was a great feeling.”

All the great venues are 
concentrated in two towns: 

Ryde and the Island’s capital, 
Newport. Definitely get booked 
at The Wight Rock Bar.
